Our well-trained, professional, and dedicated staff work
diligently to provide every child with academic experiences
that extend beyond the classroom so that our students
achieve their fullest potential. 

The leaders of tomorrow must begin today as we expose
our students to the latest technology, communications, and
culture. We are very proud of our exceptional band,
chorus, orchestra, art, physical fitness, drama,
career/computer explorations, German, and Spanish
courses. Each program is dedicated to educating the whole
child and allowing them to discover their individual talents.
Technological instruction is integrated into the core
academic subjects with the use of 31 Promethean boards.
